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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1-9 are presented for examination. 



2. Claim 7 is objected to because the word "filed" at line 19 appears to be a typo of 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious 
at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said 
subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention 
was made. 

4. Claims 1-6 and 8-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Chang et al. (hereafter "Chang") [U.S. PGPub. No. 20020078149] in view of 
Official Notice. 



5. As to claim 1, Chang teaches the invention substantially as claimed including: a 
network copying system comprising: 

a network [e.g., 108, Fig.1; paragraph 70];

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at least one host computer [e.g., 100, 110, Fig.1], each said host computer 
having a network interface connected to said network, a host computer disk, and a 
browser [103, Fig.1], said host computer reading data of said host computer disk, said 
browser generating copying commands to said network by a network protocol 
[paragraphs 77 & 157; claims 1-3]; and 

said copying unit receiving said host computer disk data, storing said host 
computer disk data, and executing a copying operation after receiving said copying 
commands [e.g., a user browsing a web page stored in a local disk and issue a copy 
command to a printer or any other form of copying unit]. 

Chang does not specifically teach that the copying unit is connected to the 
network. However, Official Notice is taken that issuing copying command to a 
networked printer is well known in the art. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made that Changes information apparatus 
users may also issue copying command to a networked printer, wherein received 
documents are stored in a local disk and rendered into a printable format, because it 
enables a users to have more copying choices [paragraph 3], 

6. As to claims 2-4, Chang further teaches that said network interface is an 
Ethernet interface, local area network, or the Internet [paragraph 225]. 

7. As to claims 5-6, Chang does not specifically teach how the received data is 
copied into a local disk of a network printer. However, Official Notice is taken that it is

well known in the networked printing facility to equip a copying unit (including at least a 
printer server and a printer) with storage components as claimed (e.g., a hard disk, a 
source disk, a chipset, and at least one disk copier, said source disk reading disk data 
therein, said chipset connecting with said network through said network interface, 
receiving said host computer disk data and said copying commands, and copying said 
host computer disk data to said hard disk, said disk copier driven by said chipset for 
reading hard disk data and copying said hard disk data to a disk therein) because a 
networked printing system must equip all these components in order to perform the 
copying activities properly. 

8. As to claim 9, Chang further teaches that said network protocol is a PPP 
network protocol, a HTTP network protocol, or a FTP network protocol [paragraphs 35 
and 224]. 

9. Claims 7-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

Hamzy [U.S. Pat. No. 6623527]; and 
Bolt et al. [U.S. Pat. No. 6038665].
